Rescue W ork Advanced by Recent Im ­ 


provements— Saving In Od Fields. 


Engineers <*f the United States bu 
re.au of mines have i>erieeted six de­ 
vices, five of which indirectly Involve 
the saving of human life and the sixth 
the saving from waste of natural re 
sour--- 
In ea«di instance ip fillritfcn 
has been made for patent In order to 
retain these devices for the free use of 
the people without the payment of roy­ 
alty. 
Perhaps the most Important of the in­ 
ventions relate to Improvements in the 
rescue apparatus worn by miners fol­ 
lowing 
disasters. 
This 
apparatus, 
which supplies oxygen to the rescuer, 
permit» him t«» enter poisonous guses 
and carry on tils work for two tiours. 
Iri the bureau's experience with thi 
devhe three rescuers lost their lives, 
and in each Instance it was believed 
their deaths wore due to defe* ts in the 
apparatus 
The engineers found diili 
eulty in the absorption of «lie poisonous 
matter of ttie hreath in the rtppnrr tus 
and also in the rc«luction of the tiigli 
pressure of oxygen carried in the tanks 
I on tiie beck of the rescuers 
Both prob­ 
lems were s *tv ed.

A third invention is that of a col 
lapsible mine cage for use in reset» 
work following a disaster. Often th e, 
mine «’age i- so badly shattered l>\ thel 
cffe. t of explosions that It cannot be I 
operated.
